Inter-Slnte I oiutnerce . 


The following is a brief eynopiie of a 


lull to regulate iuter-8tale Commerce, 
reported from the Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Inter-State Railroad Trans- 
oortation by Cullom. Alter specifying 
the classes of carriers, or rather tbe 
kmde of traffic to which th«t regulation 
prescribed are to apply, and declaring 
that all charges made by such earners 
shall be reasonable, the preliminary 
section aim., to prohibit every variety ot 
unjust discrimination, prescribes ade- 
quate penalties thereiore, and for their 
enforcement in the Court of the United 
States. The sections include the re- 
quirement that all camera shall afford 
reasonable facilities lor the interchange 
of traffic with connecting lues, and the 
prohibition of a greater charge lor a 
longer distance, eicept when It can be 
affirmatively established by the carrier 
that snch charge does not constitute »n 
•unjust discrimination 
Another section 


•equuea all camera subjert to the pro- 
vision of the proposed Act to file their 
tariffs and classifications -nith the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, aud pro- 
Tides that they shall be posted or other- 
wise paolished, but leaves it to be deter- 
mined by the Commission as to the man 
ner of publication aud the place at and 
between which the rates shall be publish- 
ed. Prov siou ia made for enforcing the 
requirements of the Conimibbiou in those 
respects throngh the Courts, and for the 
maintenance of the rates that may be 
published
